“COMPENSATION REPORT NOW AVAILABLE” 


On behalf of your Chamber, SMC Management Consulting has just published a compensa- 
tion report covering Hamilton office workers and salespeople. The author conducted this 
survey in co-operation with your Chamber's Industrial Relations Committee. 


The very detailed, 27-page report covers 20 job positions in five areas: clerical, financial, 
information systems, operations, and sales. 


It shows not only total compensation, but several major elements such as salary, commis- 
sion, 19 types of benefits, and company-car practices. 


In contrast with many other surveys, the report also shows the correlation (or lack thereof) 
between pay on the one hand and items such as company size, job experience, educational 
level, and individual sales performance on the other. 


The report costs $50 for member companies that participated in the survey, $95 for 
non-participating members, and $120 for non-members. Members can order the report from
